THE HANDLING OF SHRUBS 
AND OTHER PLANTS 


All shrubs, trees and other plants that 
are obtained from nurseries are grown in 
two different ways; in the open ground, or 
in pots, tubs, or cans. Those grown in pots, 
tubs and cans are easily handled; if grown 
in open ground they are taken up, either 
bare rooted, or with earth about the roots. 
When they are dug with earth about the 
roots, they are called Balled and Burlapped. 


POT GROWN PLANTS 


Many varieties are grown in pots, tubs, 
or cans. These can be transplanted or 
shipped at any time of the year, and im- 
mediate planting effects can be accom- 
plished. 


BARE ROOTED (BR) PLANTS 


These consists of plants taken from the 
open ground (where grown) with bare 
roots, usually handled during dormant win- 
ter season—from November to April, they 
are shipped without any soil on roots, but 
are well dipped in mud, and packed in wet 
straw for protection against exposure, and 
evaporation (drying out). 


BALLED AND BURLAPPED (B&B) 
PLANTS 


Are those that have been dug with the 
roots in place, in the original soil. Burlap 
is then tied around the ball of earth, and 
the plant should be carefully handled by 
the ball, rather than the tops (foliage) so 
as not to loosen the earth around the roots. 
Burlap should not be removed when plant 
is set out.

How to Plant Pecan Trees 


First, prune each branch approximately 
one-third of original length. Plant two to 
three inches deeper than it stood in nurs- 
ery to take care of shrinkage of new soil. 
Make hole three feet wide and as deep as 
the height of tree above ground up to five 
feet. If necessary, use auger to obtain full 
depth. Set tree and pack soil firmly and 
give it all the water it will take, adding 
more soil as it settles. 

Water twice to three times weekly de- 
pending on weather, using sufficient water 
to reach bottom roots. If soil does not take 
water freely, bury a perforated gallon can 
near tree. fill with water which soil will 
slowly take up. In summer use mulch of 
straw, hay or Peat Moss at base of tree 
to help retain moisture. Also loosely wrap 
tree to first branch with paper to prevent 
sunburn. 

Pecans usually grow in any soil, but the 
better the soil the better they grow and 
produce. Plant good pecans, give them 
proper care and sufficient water and you 
will be successful with them. You get out 
of them what you put into them.

EVERBLOOMING ROSES 


Preparation of Rose Beds: 1. Remove 
grass, weeds or other plants for a width of 
4 feet if a single row is to be planted; 6 
feet wide if for 2 rows; 8 feet wide if for 
3 rows. For convenience in tending and 
cutting of blooms, it is best to have not 
more than 3 rows together. For further 
planting, allow a walkway of about 5 feet 
to the next row or series of rows. 


2. Dig a trench 12 to 15 inches deep and 
2 feet wide for each row. 


3. Place 3 to 5 inches of rotted manure 
(cattle preferred) in the bottom of the 
trench. 


4, Add 2 to 8 inches of soil on top of the 
manure or enough so the lowest branches 
and the union with the understock will be 
just above the soil level when the plant- 
ing is completed. 


Setting Out the Bushes: 1. Soak the 
roots of the bushes in a tub of water for 
about an hour. 


2. Trim the roots to not more than 12 
inches long. 


3. Prune the tops back to 6 or 8 inches 
from the union. 


4. Place a mound of soil under the base 
of each bush so the roots slant downward 
into the trench. Cover the roots with soil 
and pack slightly by tamping or tramping. 
Water if the soil is dry. 


5. Bushes may be spaced as close as 18 
inches apart in a row. 


All roses should be planted during dor- 
mant (winter) season. Always prune your 


rose bushes on arrival, and after first frost, 
also later in the winter just before they 
leaf out. Be sure not to leave any dead or 
dry limbs.
